| it pleaſed God to releaſe him from the Troubles of

nn private, to thoſe who were Ordained by him, were 
euer freſh in the Memory of Mr Jones, and doubt- 
leſs made due Impreffign upon his Mind.

- Charity Schools. The firſt Attempt this Way was 


tried about ſeven or eight Years ago, with no 
other Fund to defray the Expence of it, than what 
could be ſpared from other Occaſions out of a 
ſmall Offertory by a poor Country Congregation 
at the bleſſed Sacrament which being laid our 
firſt to ere& one, and then a little time afterwards 
two Welch Schools, anſwered ſo well, that this 
gave Encouragement to attempt ſetting up a few 
more; and divine Providence was not wanting to

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bring in Benefactions to ſupport them. It pleaſed 
God to increaſe their Succeſs and Number all 
along to this Time; inſomuch that ' this laſt 
Winter, and the preſent Spring, the Number of 
theſe Schools has amounted te Seven and thirty ;

of all the Men, Women, and Children, that are 
taught by them. Theſe Accounts are found very 


- uſeful, but ſo voluminous, that I cannot (without 
more Pains and Time than I can ſpare at preſent) 


be exactly particular in the Number of Scholars. 


By the beſt Calculation, on a tranſient View, the 
Number taught in theſe. Schools, within the 


Counties of Caermarthen, Pembroke, Brecon, and 
Cardigan, ſince laſt September (incluſive of ſuch as 


are now learning) makes at leaſt Two Thouſand 
Four Hundred. Very few of theſe could ſay ſo 
much as the Lord's Prayer, when they came firſt 


to School; and many of them could, in ſix or 
eight Weeks Time, not only read tolerably, but
